NCR*ERY COOKERY, 
FOR THE BABIES, 
By Christine Terhune. Herrick, 

No household subject ts more import- 
ant than the feeding of children, None, 
@s a rule, receives iess attention. 

The progressive housekeeper’ takes 
One or more munthly magazines because 
they devote a goodly space to the pur- 
chase, preparation and service of food. 
She turns eagerly to the columns of Ler 
daily or Sunday paper for the recipes 
that a far-seeing managing editor has 
appreciated would make his journal 
popular with women, It is highly piob- 


_&ble that she keeps a scrap-book anda 


manuscript cook-book of her own in 
which to paste or copy directions tor 
dishes that piease her fancy or hinis 
that-will help her in the conduct of her 
household. ; 

All this is admirable. But how mary 
of these Women who are mothers have 
a book in which to note down sugges- 
tions for+the correct proportion and 
proper compounding of certain foods 
that are suitable for the small children, 
the growing boys and girls of the home? 

Even in this enlightened day there are 
some uneducated mothers,—and some, 
alas! who have not the excuse of igno- 
rance, Who begin their course of impair- 
ing a child's aigestion while it is still at 
60 tender an age that it should know no 
fcod beyond its mother’s milk or what- 
ever substi:ute she is obliged to give 
him. ‘Vhere is ground for hope, how- 
ever, that this-sin against the child's fu- 
ture health and happiness is less com- 
mon than it once was, although the ef- 
fort at optimism which such a trust 1e- 
quires seems litile short of heroic when 
one recalls the nursing babies one gees 
in public conveyances, tranquilly suck> 
ing candy cr a co.uky, or pulling on a 
banana. ‘Even in the face of these 
sights it is still safe to say that moct 
mothers defer their period of neglect of 
their childien’s diet until these have at 
least cut their first teeth. Painfully 
few, however, are the homés in which 
the youngsters, by the time they are 
allowed to come to the table, are net 
permitted to eat and drink the eame 
things as their elders and in such quan- 


| tities as the infants themselves crave. 


With this aspect of the matter we will 
deal a little later. Let us return for the 
present to the case of the aforementioned 
infants in arms whose mothers are so 
unfortunate as to be umable to nourish 
them with the sustenance Nature has 
provided for the young of the human 
species. 

Of making infants’ foods there is no 
end. It is not my purpose to institute 
invidious distinctions by here commend- 
ing one at the expense of others. For 
those required in special cases the 


‘ mother must depend upon the advice of 


her family physician. Only, it is safe 
to lay down one principle,—which shou!d, 
indeed, if there be anything in frequent 
repetition, be familiar to every mo-her 
who is enough interested in nursery 
dietetics to bestow upon them any at- 
tention, Until the child begins to cut 
his teeth he should never be--given 
starches, : 

This principle, as a matter of course, 
rules out all preparations of farina, ar- 
row-root, Oatmeal or other cereals. It 
also taboces the crust of bread or crack- 
er which parents and nurses, for some 
unknown reason, always seem anxious 
to give to the infants in their charge at 
the earliest possible moment. 

The reason for this abstinence from 
starchy food has been given as frequent- 
ly as has the prohibition against their 
use, but in view of the apparent disre- 
gard of both dicta it may be Well to re- 
peat the truth once more. During the 
first eight or nine months of an infant's 
life the salivary and pancreatic juices 
which accomplish the digestion of 
starches, are not fitted for this work. 
The salivary diastase, or ptyalin, is the 
first agent in the digestion of starches. 
With their ccnversion into matter which 
can ‘be absorbed and assimilated, the 
stomach has, practically nothing to do. 
The work begun in the mouth is com- 
pleted in the intestines, Many authori- 
ties go so far as to say’that the child 
should have no _tarchy food until he is 
eighteen. months old. 7

FOR YOUR SCRAP-BCOK. 


Recipes From Many Sources and of 
Acknowledged Worth. 


CHICKEN OMELET. 

Beat the yolks of three eggs anti! 
thick; add one-half teaspoonful of salt, 
a few grains of pepper and three table- 
spoonfuls hot water. Fold in the whites 
of the three beaten eggs until stiff and 
dry, Heat an omelet pan, grease bottom 
and sides, using in all one teaspoonful of 
butter. Turn in the mixture, spread 
evenly, and cook slowly on top of ‘the 
range until slightly browned underneath. 
Put in the oven on center grate to finish 
cooking.. When it is firm take from the 
oven, fold, and slip out on a hot plat- 
ter. Pour around it a thin white sauce 
made by melting one tablespoonful of 
butter, Stir into it one tablespoonful of 
flour and pour on gradually one-and one- 
half cups of milk. Season with salt and 
pepper, and add one-half cup cold 
cooked chicken, cut in dice. 


BROILED LIVERS. 
Cut each chicken’ liver’ into 
pieces. _Put on skewers, allowing one 
liver to each skewer. Balance skewers 


on a broiler and broil over a clear fire | 


five minutes. Remove to serving. dish, 
sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
spread with butter. 


BAKED BANANAS.

QUICKLY MADE BEEF TEA. 

Take any desired quantity of steak 
from the top part of the round, as this 
has less fat and more juice than any 
other part of the ox; remove every mor- 
sel of fat and divide the, meat into small 
pieces, cutting across the grain; put the 
meat in a dry sauce pan and allow it to 
sweat for five minutes over a slow fire, 
Stirring occasionally to prevent stick- 
ing. ‘This is how all beef-essences are 
prepared. After sweating for five min- 
utes you will find the meat white in 
color.and surrounded by a very rich 
nourishing gravy, which, in cases of 
great exhaustion may be given in this 
form. But ordinarily you next pour over 
the meat its weight of cold water, al- 
lowing a pint of water to a pound of 
beef Stir until the water boils; it must 
not boil again, but simmer gently for 
five or ten minutes, until the juice is 
drawn out; then strain carefully intoa 
bowl, and if there is a particle of fat 
on top remove it with a _ piece of 
brown unsized paper. 
may take off every bit of fat without 
‘wasting a drop of the beef tea, as is done 
when using a ladle or spoon. Made in 
this way you may have strong beef tea in 
twenty minutes. Don't season until

VEAL SOUFFLE, 

Scald ohe cup of milk with one sliee of 
onicn, a sprig of parsley and a bit of 
bay leaf. Remove the seasonings. Melt 
one-half of a tablespoonful of butter, 
stir in one-half tablespoonful flour, and 
the milk; then add one-quarter of a cup 
stale soft bread crumbs, ‘Cook two min- 
utes, remove from the fire, add one cup 
cooked veal, finely chopped, and the 
yolks of two eggs well beaten. Fold in 
the whites of the two eggs beaten until 
etiff. Turn into a buttered baking dish, 
and bake in a slow oven twenty-five or 
thirty minutes. Serve with white mush- 
room sauce. Melt one tablespoonful but- 
ter, add one tablespoonful flour, and 
pour on slowly one cup of hot milk. Sea- 
son with one-quarter teaspoonful sa't, 
a few grains cayenne pepper, and one- 
half cup canned mushrooms cut. in 
slices lengthwise. 


RICE CROQUETTES. 

Vash one-half cup rice and add to It 
One-half cup botting--water.. Cook in 
double boiler until rice has absorbed all 
the water; then add one cup scalded 
milk, and cook until rice issoft. Remove 
from the fire, add the yolks of two eggs 
one-half tablespoonful’ of 
tablespoonful powdered 
a few gratings from the_ rind 
of a lemon, Spread ‘on a plate 
to cool.

well, put-in the fish, and gently heat it in 
this sauce until quite warm.

THE COAL SOCIETY. 


Advantages Gained This Year Likely to 
Lead to a Large Increase of Membership. 


Now that the coal situation is in such 
a bad state and the price of coal is ex- 
tremely high, it is perhaps not out of 
place to relate a few facts in regard to a 
local society which is helping its mem- 
bers greatly in obtaining their winter's 
supply of fuel. 

The Abbott Village Coal society rd 
organized about five years ago and from | 
asmall beginning it has steadily ad- 
vanced in membership and activity to | 
its present prosperous condition. The 
object of the society is the industrial | 
and financial benefits of its members, | 
or in ether words, to secure for them } 
their coal by the easiest and cheapest | 
possible methods. Only residents or | 
employees in Andover are elegible for 
membership. 

The daration of each term is twenty- 
six weeks, commencing the first week in | 
March. Each member takes up one or 
more shares, for each of which he pays 
at the rate of twenty-five cents ‘per 
week, and each share stands tor one ton 
of coal. The balance after paying all 
expenses of the society, is divided | 
equally among the shares and paid to | 
members at the general meeting. | 

Thus it can be readily seen that the | 
small weekly payments thus called for 
do not come at all heavily upon the 
members and the many tons needed for 
the use of the society must necessarily 
be sold to them for a considerably less 
price than to one who buys only a small 
quantity. This year there were 340 
shares out, meaning the pnrchase of 340 
tons of coal. The price paid for the coal 
was less than the retail ‘price in Au- 
gust. This winter coal has been as high 
as $7.25 per ton. This saving to its 
members is not to be thought lightly of | 


quire many tons of coal in a winter. | 

Although the past season has been a | 
most successful one, with an increased | 
number of’ shareholders, it is expected 
that many more new members will be | 
added next year and the society flourish 
more than ever in the past. The present 
officers of the society are: James Fair- 
weather, president; Alex.

FUNCTIONS OF THE NEWSPAPER. 


There are two qualities of human na- 
ture that seem to bé inherent in the 
article, It is natural and it is human.

Old Hobbes, who contended 
that war was the natural state of man 
and that the intervals of peace were ar- 
tificial situations, had a good deal on 
his side of the argument, 

Now, with these things.as they are, it 
is human and natural that such an af- 
fair as that prize fight last week should 
attract much attention. You cannot 
help it. It was the event of its hour. 
Men and women stood for hours, late 
at night, in the driving rain, to find out 
how the two brutes were pummeling 
each other, and which was getting the 
best of it. Disgusting, truly, but what 
are you going ‘to do about it? 

We have heard of some criticism of 
the newspapers for printing the story 
next morning. Well, if they had not 
printed it they would have cedsed to be 
newspapers. That’s all about 'that. A 
newspaper is a daily publication that 
gives the news, It does not print what 
certain people wish to have happen. It 
does not make the news, but publishes 
it. Weare no more responsible for the 
prize fight than for the Charleston 
earthquake of some years ago, We de- 
| scribed them both as well as we could. 
That's our business. 

We are not defending the brutal and 
\ brutalizing business of prize fighting. 
But, in detail, it has the advantage over 
war: The innocent do not get killed_by 
it. It probably causes little suffering, 
as the brutes engaged in ‘the sport have 
every appearance of being practically 
incapable of the finer feelings and evi- 
have very inferior sensibility. 
It calls for ‘no sympathy. No harm 
would be done the world if the two con- 
testants should kill each other. It is 
merely a contest between two human 
animals who test thereby (unless the 
poolbox interests prevent) their respec- 
\ tive ability to give and withstand 
punches, 

Such entertainments are crowded. 
Not to publish the results of the affair 
jas that of last week would have taken 
!a paper out of our category of news- 
| papers. Even the very few who ob- 
jected to its appearance would, in all 
| probability, have looked into some oth- 
ler paper to see just how bad it was if 
| omitted from their own. The fact is 
that the news is made by the world at 
large, and the newspaper simply holds 
up ‘the picture of the passing procession
